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Thk British BxrUB ix India. — The intelligence 
l>\ the ImI Liverpool steamer, published in our col- 
umns yesterday, is very significant. That vast em- 
pire, founded in Hindostan by the genius of Clive 
and sustained and built up by the atrocities of War- 
ren Hastings, is shaken to its centre — is tottering 
with innate feebleness. When all was most calm 
and quiet and the rulers slept in the most secure 
peacefulness, the storm of mutiny burst .through- 
out the Indies, and is yet raging with fearful effect. 
Europeans by thousands have been massacred to 
appease the vengeance of the rebellious Sepoys. 
TJfM civilization of half a century has been swept 
.<nBv in a dav by these former loyalists turned into 
maniac rebels. Throughout the whole of that wide- 
spread empire the sun shines upon no place where 
the British rule is secure and firm. And but yester- 
day the government at London, through its agents, 
held the reins of that empire with as firm and steady 
grasp as ever monarchy could have desired. 

It is unnecessary to go back to the causes that 
have produced this sudden and startling revolution. 
England does not understand them. Her counsel- 
lors of State are dumbfounded. All of their ideas 
i- t<> colonial dependence are changed, and they sit 
iu almost inexplicable despair, scarcely knowing 
bow to change the course of the torrent which 
threatens their fairest dominion. Still M-e have 
every confidence in the ultimate suppression of this 
-erious revolt, and the restoration of peace to India. 
The mutiny is almost entirely confined to the Ma- 
hoinedsns. The native trilies, or Hindoos, remain 
loyal to the British Government. It is of the for- 
me r class that the native army is principally made 
up: and the English Government is not unwilling to 
make use of the recent mutiny to sap the strength 
of the Sepoys and to recruit its Indian army from 
the Hindoos, who have generally been favorable to 
the suppression of the native governments and the 
absorption of territory by English rulers. 

The original invaders of India, men not born to 
the posse.-sion'of the soil and the right of citizenship, 
have created this alarming disturbance. The na 
tivt^intelligeut as a race, have yielded readily to 
the suj^riority of the British Government and have 
been contented to enjoy their peculiar religious 
faith and progress in their scientific and literary 
a rule which furnished them \\ith 
and security against foreign invasion. 
The Court of St. James will of course find all of 
it. energies taxed in the management of this new 
crisis. Bat we repose the utmost faith in the Minis

Thk IflUll I ■ Railroad — National Fair. — 
Our intelligence concerning the progress of the 
Nashville railroad continues to be of the most cheer- 
ing cltaracter. It is going ahead. Mile after mile 
is being finished, and the broadest and brightest and 
most fruitful acres of Kentucky land opened to 
market. Louisville has already felt the reviving 
effects of this enterprise, and is destined month af- 
ter month to receive new life blood into her veins 
from that source. The receipts cf the road for July 
amounted to over $8,000, and this month will exceed 
$11,000. This is a magnificient business considering 
the length of the road, its limited connections, and 
the few facilities it lias for the transportation of pas- 
sengers and freights. These figures, however, may 
bq regarded as a fair index of the future. They in- 
dicate surely what will be the condition of affairs 
when the entire line is completed and we are 
placed in immediate and close connection with the 
whole South. 

In view of the approaching National Fair we trust 
that the officers and directors of the Nashville road 
will make suitable arrangements for the immense 
tide of travel that will certainly set toward our city. 
There should not be the slightest ground of com- 
plaint. The interests of the city, of the Agricultu- 
ral Association, and the road demand that the 
greatest possible accommodations be offered. A 
reduction of fare, in connection with the stage lines 
diverging into various sections of the State, would 
be desirable. Trains should also be run with as 
much frequency, and at such convenient hours, as 
the regular equipment of the road will allow. 

We throw out these hints and suggestions because 
we take a great interest in the success ot the road to 
Nashville, and furthermore I>eeau3e we feel solici- 
tude that the National Fair should be worthy of 
Louisville, and Louisville, in all respects, worthy 
of the honor conferred upon her in holding it here.

SjTA convention has recently been concluded be- 
tween the New York and Erie and the New York 
Central Railroads, the two great routes between 
Gotham and Lake Erie, in which, among other 
things, it is stipulated that free passe* shall be dis- 
continued e.-cept to members of the Legislatures of the 
States through which these roads pass. The dead- 
head system is one that the press generally would 
very willingly see abolished. Its abolition and the 
payment by these corporations of regular rates for 
the various notices that are day after day required 
from the newspapers would greatly benefit the latter, 
but this reservation of.the free passes to members 
of the Legislature is significant of corruption. Of 
all men in the community this class should be ex- 
cluded from this sort of bribery. If their pay is 
not adequate to their expenses, including traveling 
expenses, it should be made so by the State, but 
they should by all means be left altogether free from 
any obligations by which their legislation in regard 
to railroad companies may be biased. These rail- 
road reformers have begun at the wrong end, but 
we suppose they only meant to "reform a little" for 
fear of a relapse.

Free Negroes at the North. — We have re 
cently published the particulars of a movement in 
the Canadian Parliament looking to the removal 
from that province of the free negroes — chiefly run- 
away slaves who have proven positive nuisances. 

Mr. Gerrit Smith, who for a quarter of century 
has been a noted Abolitionist and has bestowed 
nearly a million of acres of New York lands upon 
f ree negroes, has become disgusted with the recipi- 
ents of his bounty. He writes to the New York 
Tribune that the colored people are generally idle, 
worthless, and vicious, and that his expectations of 
their reformation have been in no degree realized. 
Fully half of those to whom he gave farms have sold 
their lands, or been so careless as to allow them to be 
sold for taxes. White men subsist comfortably and 
make money, but the negroes are ignorant and 
thriftless. 

This is the general tenor of all the information we 
have ever received concerning the condition of the 
negro at the North. It must ever remain an indis- 
putable fact that the condition of mild servitude in 
which the black lives at the South is much prefera- 
ble to the imaginary blessings of Northern freedom.

The aim of the Union is not only for the ad- 
vancement of knowledge in the science of steam, but 
for the improvement of the whole body of engineers, 
so as hereafter to establish engineering as a system- 
atic and responsible occupation, exclusive and inde- 
pendent, which, with theoretical and practical expi- 
rience combined, through the many must tend to 
advance. 

Hitherto steam has proved an unruly vapor. To 
obviate this and render its action certain and safe 
the formation of an Association was entered into by 
a few energetic minds, who were willing to take the 
lead ti the advancement of the science, and thereby 
terminate the selfish individual system of engineer- 
ing, which has done much to retard progress.

Origin ok the French Tri-Color. — At the 
ommencement of the eighteenth century, nearly 
one hundred years before the Revolution, the French 
soldiers bore for a time the three colors; this was at 
the period of the triple alliance between the Kings 
of France and Spain and the Elector of Bavaria. 
When the three armies were being combined they 
agreed to give the soldiers a cockade in which, a- 
an emblem of the union o» the three people, they 
reproduced the color of each. Thus the whit" ti 
France and the red of Spain found itself fatally 
blended with the blue, the national color of Bavaria. 
We would not, howrver, wish to attribute to these 
fac s, more casual than premeditated, the origin of 
the standard and tri-color cockade adopted during 
the revolution. In 1780, green, popularized by Ca 
mille Desmoulius at the Palais Royal, was aliout to 
become the national emblem; but, on recollectin 
that it was the color of the livery of the Count 
D'Artois, the most unpopular of the princes, they 
sought another cockade. It was then that they en 
deavored to appreciate the colors of the city of Paris 
the red and blue, already celebrated in more than 
one popular emeute, though both were borrowed from 
the heraldry of the ancient kings, and were the same 
that Etienne Marcel had hoisted in 1848.

France. — Nearly all the parties charged by the 
Moniteur with being accomplices in the recent con- 
spiracy have emphatically denied the charges. 

In the London newspapers, Ledru Kollin, in par- 
ticular, was very bitter against the Moniteur and the 
French Emperor, and appeals to the British Court 
in justice to refute the charge, as al*o do some of the 
others. 

Letters from Paris intimate that there is sufficient 
evidence to convict Ledru Rollii. and other parties 
charged by the Moniteur with complicity in the con- 
spiracy against the Emperor, and that consequently 
France will be in a position to demand their extradi- 
tion from England as criminals. It is intimated, 
however, that the French government will content 
itself by simply asking England to transport the 
parties convicted across the Atlantic. 

Germany.— A despatch from Berlin says that the 
governments who are parties to the Zollverein col- 
lectively claim from England indemnity for the 
losses sustained by their subjects at Canton, the 
bombardment having taken place without previous 
intimation to their consuls. 

Great consternation prevailed along the Moselle, 
on account of serious conflagrations, which had de- 
stroyed small towns, villages, and forests. It was 
believed to be the work of incendiaries.

The East Ind'a Mutiny.— 9he mail which left 
Bombay on the 1st of this month, sixteen days after 
the previous departure, may be considered to report 
affairs as unchanged as they could be in that inter- 
val. The mutiny had continued to spread in the 
Bengal army, which was to be foreseen; but it had 
evidently not exceeded its original bounds. Delhi 
had not been captured, but the insurgents had be- 
trayed the weakness of their position by some con- 
siderable sorties, and their own want of courage, 
discipline, or generalship by being beaten with great 
slaughter. So far as regards the besiegers and be- 
sieged, time would be in favor of the former, inju- 
rious as the example would be in other parts of In- 
dia. The peaceful and industrious population of 
Bengal Proper watch the struggle much as we do, 
only having much more to lose and much less to do. 
However, as a measure of precaution, the native 
regiments at Calcutta and Barrackpore had been qui- 
etly disarmed. At Madras there was an uneasy 
feeling, but neither there nor at Bombay was there 
the slightest sign of disaffection. Nothing is re- 
ported of the Punjaub. 

Here, then, it is evident that the mutiny is con- 
fined to the Northwest Provinces, far in the interior, 
and surrounded by a circle of order and loyalty. 
On every side our basis of operation is undisturbed, 
and, at the very worst, it is now very little more 
than one of those local wars with a State or confed- 
eracy, such as we have had a dozen times over since 
the beginning of the century. We have no wish 
whatever to make the best of the news, but it cer- 
tainly costs a little violence to torture more out of it. 
The worst is told when it is stated that Delhi was 
still in the hands of the insurgents, but when we 
know that General Barnard had only three or four 
thousand Europeans, while the insurgents were 
much more numerous, and, in addition to a fanati- 
cal population, better provided with artillery and 
ammunition, we can make allowance for the policy 
of not bringing the struggle to an immediate issue 
vidua the ramparts and streets of the city.
